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Billion Dollar 
Project 
Gets Underway!

Since the mid ’80s, there has been 
a great deal of talk and speculation 
about a “billion-dollar project” to be 
constructed between Wickham and 
Wayne roads in Romulus. The project 
was to include a division of Eastern 
Michigan University, many office build- 
ing complexes, apartments, and con- 
dominiums. Also to be slated were the 
widening of Wick, Wickham, and Merri- 
man roads and the construction of an 
interchange at I-94 and Vining Road 
for better access to the project and 
Metro Airport. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally has active- 
ly pursued this project — particularly 







the I-94-Vining exchange, since much 
of the rest of the project depends upon 
the construction of the exchange. 

Sometime in December, construc- 
tion of the exchange was verbally ap- 
proved; however, the final paperwork 
from Washington, D.C., has not yet 
been received. 

According to Dennis Oakes, who 
is the Community Development Direc- 
tor for the City of Romulus, there are 
two developers involved in this ven- 
ture. One of the men is Wendell Flynn 
(known to many from the controversy 
over Airlines Parking in the Ecorse 
subdivision), who owns approximately 


300 acres of the proposed site; the 
other is E. Llwyd Ecclestone, who has 
acquired between 750 and 800 acres. 

At present, the site plan pictured 
on the front page of this issue calls for 
approximately seven million square feet 
of leasable space to be let at approx- 
imately $100 per square foot. (That’s 
how the “billion-dollar” figure was 
derived.) 

Just last week, work (spearheaded 
by the City of Romulus) began on the 
project through the Tax Increment Fi- 
nance Authority (TIFA) program. 

At present, there are two phases 
of this project. The first phase is pres- 


ently underway, with work being done 
on Wick Road at an estimated cost of 
$1.5 million. According to Oakes, an 
additional eight million is available for 
the balance of the TIFA program. 

The first phase includes the paving 
of Wick Road from Wickham to Lisa 
(just east of Wayne Road). New sewers 
and drainage will be installed, and soil 
samples will be taken for future build- 
ing. Phase One should be completed 
before summer’s end. 

The second phase will be the con- 
struction of a four-lane boulevard from 
Wickham and Smith to Vining.

“the little paper’ by Romulus resident 
Charlie Lau and the Romulus Historical 
Society, | am finally able to bring you 
pictures of the original high school in 
Romulus and a bit of its history, as well 
as background information on other 
schools in our district. | hope that you'll 
enjoy it. 

The present headquarters of the 
Romulus Police Department has been 
a school site since 1890, when the first 


schoolhouse was moved there from’

Pullens Corners. Later, the building was 
sold to the Maccabees and moved to 
the spot where the western part of the 
Romulus IGA now stands. Still later, it 
was moved further west on Goddard, 
where it was transformed into living 
quarters next to Romulus Video. Final- 
ly, rather than having the structure torn 
down, owner Skip Overmeyer donated 
it to the City and the Romulus Historical 
Society, who then moved it to its cur- 
rent site at Hunt and Goddard and re- 
stored it to the original schoolhouse. 

Construction of the building which 
was to become the first high school 
(photo at bottom right) began in the 
1890s when Romulus residents built a 
one-story structure on the site cur- 
rently occupied by the Romulus Police 
Department. The right side of the build- 
ing (whose front door faced south) was 
used for grades one through four; the 
left side housed grades five through 
eight. In 1910, construction of an upper 
story was completed; that second floor 
was used as the first high school in 
Romulus. An American flag flew on the 
high, gabled roof.

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A Look at Our First Schools 


The first class to graduate from the 
original high school (in 1916) had only 
eight members — Clara Barton, Harry 
Barton, Martha Gardner, Iza Moore, 
Howard Porter, Alice Roach, Ruth Rut- 
ter, and Ben Scott. Their teacher was 
Lloyd Gullen. 

Later, when the building was torn 
down, much of the brick was reused to 
build the “Porter Building,’ which be- 
came a theater in Romulus around 1926, 
and currently houses the offices of 
The Romulus News. 

The building now used by the Rom- 
ulus Police Department was the second 
high school (photo at bottom left). It 
was constructed in 1923 and used for 
grades kindergarten through 12. 

But it didn’t take long to outgrow 
that building, either, and so anew high 
school was built on Olive Street (photo 
at upper left). The construction of the 
original part of the school (including 
the gym) took place in 1930; a new addi- 
tion (north of Porter) was built around 
1951. It is this building, now known as 
the old South Junior High, which re- 
cently housed the Beacon and Enter- 
prise programs, and which is currently 
slated for demolition. 

According to sources, the old South 
Junior High was built by the Work Proj- 
ects Administration (WPA), which was 
organized during the depression. Tax 
dollars were not used to construct any 
of these buildings; instead, everyone 
just chipped in and did what had to be 
done. (Too bad we don’t have more of 
that now.) 

In 1928, Glenn Herzog came to the 
Romulus School District as a science 
teacher and coach, and later became 
superintendent of the District. It was 
he who organized students and other

residents to build the athletic field be- 
hind the old South Junior High (the 
same sight used by the carnival during 
the Romulus Michigan Week Festival). 
According to some, that land behind 
the school was nothing more than 
swampland and quicksand before the 
efforts of the residents turned it into 
something of worth for the young peo- 
ple in the community. 

So, of the first four school buildings 
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THIS BUILDING, STANDING IN ALMOST THE EXACT LOCATION THAT THE POLICE DEPARTMENT NOW 
OCCUPIES, WAS IN FACT THE FIRST HIGH SCHOOL BUILT IN ROMULUS. THE LOWER FLOOR WAS 
BUILT FIRST; THE SECOND FLOOR, WHICH WAS THE HIGH SCHOOL, WAS BUILT SOMETIME LATER.

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IT’S THE LAW

A purchaser should be very careful 
when buying a used car. In most cases, 
the purchaser is buying the car in an 
“as is” condition. “As is” condition 
means that any defects within the car 
become the purchaser's obligation 
upon the sale of the automobile. 

There are two ways that a purchaser 
can protect himself/herself when buy- 
ing an automobile. First, a purchaser 
can have the seller attach a warranty 
to the sale. A warranty should also be 
reviewed carefully to make sure that it 
affords the protection needed. Second, 
the purchaser should ask specific ques- 


tions concerning the condition of the 
vehicle. If the seller makes representa- 
tions such as the car has anew engine, 
get these representations in writing. If 
it is determined that the seller misrep- 
resented the condition of the car, the 
purchaser may be able to void the sale 
for fraud.
